CHANGES  THEY  ARE  A  COMMIN' 

I  don't  know  about  you,  but  there  are  times  I  have  a  difficult  time  accepting  change  in  my  life. 
Sometimes  the  changes  that  bother  us  the  most  aren't  what  we  would  expect.  For  instance, 
I'm  having  trouble  dealing  with  the  fact  that  there  are  no  more  QT  convenience  stores  in 
Cedar  Rapids  anymore!  They've  all  been  replaced  with  some  ridiculous  impostor  with  the 
silly  name  of  "Road  Ranger."  I've  been  stopping  at  QT's  since  I  was  a  teenager  driving 
around  in  my  hometown  of  Wichita.  Wherever  I've  traveled  and  wherever  I've  lived  (well, 
may  not  in  Croatia),  there  has  been  my  faithful  hometown  friend,  QT,  to  keep  me  company 
and  remind  me  that  there  are  some  things  you  can  count  on  in  life.  Suddenly,  some  big  truck 
backs  up  and  takes  down  the  QT  sign  and  puts  up  Road  Ranger!  It  just  ain't  right! 

Now,  before  you  figure  your  pastor  is  loonier  than  you  had  already  thought,  I'm  not  really  that 
distraught  over  losing  QT  from  my  life.  But  it  does  show  that  we  as  human  creatures 
become  accustomed  to  things  being  a  certain  way,  no  matter  how  insignificant  those  things 
may  be.  When  something  happens  to  change  what  we  are  used  to,  there  can  be  all  kinds  of 
feelings  pouring  forth:  sadness,  surprise,  resentment,  fear,  and  sometimes  even  a  refusal  to 
accept  the  reality  of  the  change.  But  that  is  obviously  not  a  very  viable  way  to  live.  We  can't 
stop  or  avoid  changes  that  come  our  way,  but  we  can  decide  to  view  changes  as  great  and 
wonderful  opportunities  for  growth  in  life  instead  of  matters  to  resist. 

This  April  we  are  celebrating  the  biggest  change  to  ever  occur,  and  that  is  when  death  was 
conquered  and  defeated  by  Jesus  when  He  was  raised  from  the  dead.  This  makes 
everything  about  life  different:  more  hopeful,  more  joyful,  more  peaceful,  more  truly  alive! 
Now,  you  would  think  this  would  be  an  easy  change  to  accept,  but  remember  our  nature  as 
humans:  we  cling  to  routine  and  resist  the  new.  So,  we  may  yell  out,  "Christ  is  risen!  He  is 
risen  indeed"  in  the  Easter  worship  service,  but  before  we  get  to  lunch  on  the  first 
Wednesday  after  Easter  our  lives  are  exactly  the  same  as  before  Easter,  and  the  fact  of 
Jesus  being  raised  from  the  dead  makes  absolutely  no  difference  whatsoever  in  our  lives.  It 
is  a  sad  reality  that  many  of  us  live  as  if  Jesus  was  still  in  the  grave. 

This  is  why  we  need  the  Spirit  of  God  to  fill  our  lives,  for  we  need  the  power  of  God's  Spirit  to 
break  the  chains  of  routine  and  our  inability  to  see  things  differently.  The  Apostle  Paul 
speaks  of  this  in  his  first  letter  to  the  Corinthians,  where  he  declares  that  our  faith  can  only  be 
real  and  alive  when  we  base  it  on  God's  power  rather  than  our  human  expectations. 

My  message  and  preaching  were  not  with  wise  and  persuasive  words,  but  with  a 
demonstration  of  the  Spirit's  power,  so  that  your  faith  might  not  rest  on  men's  wisdom, 
but  on  God's  power.  (I  Corinthians  2:4-5) 

It  is  the  Spirit  of  God  who  breaks  us  free  of  our  human  expectations  and  our  locked-in 
routines.  It  is  God's  Spirit  that  enables  the  power  of  Christ's  resurrection  to  surge  through 
our  lives,  creating  new  visions  and  making  life  filled  with  daring  adventure!  It  is  the  power 
of  God  that  raised  Jesus  from  the  dead  that  raises  us  from  the  deadness  of  our  dreary 
existence  to  the  new  and  dizzying  heights  of  loving,  living,  and  learning. 

There  are  lots  of  changes  coming  up  for  us  all.  As  they  say  in  southern  Louisiana,  "Ahh 
gar-own-tee  eit!"  Sometimes  we  are  more  open  to  the  changes,  other  times  we  are  not. 
But  when  we  view  everything  in  the  blazing  light  of  the  raised  and  glorified  Christ,  it  all 
becomes  part  of  our  experiencing  the  power  of  God  in  a  most  thrilling  and  satisfying 
journey  of  life  —  Real  Life  —  Abundant  Life  —  Life  That  Never  Ends!  Amen!

Hi  All, 

This  month  we  are  joining  together  with  other  youth  groups  to  do  World  Vision's 
30  Hour  Famine.  We  are  blessed  to  be  bringing  in  Crossed,  a  local  Christian 
rock  band  (check  them  out  at  www.getcrossed.com).  Crossed  will  be  providing 
the  music  for  the  opening  worship  service  and  helping  with  Bible  studies  after. 
They  have  a  real  heart  for  youth  and  for  missions  groups  like  World  Vision. 


What  is  the  30  Hour  Famine?  This  event  gives  youth  and  adults  alike  the 
opportunity  to  see  just  a  glimpse  of  how  people  in  other  parts  of  the  world  feel 
when  there  is  no  food  on  the  table.  Recently  we  talked  about  storms  in  our  lives 
during  youth  group.  This  discussion  came  out  of  this  year's  famine  verse,  Isaiah 
25:4.  This  verse  talks  about  how  God  takes  care  of  those  who  are  not 
necessarily  able  to  take  care  of  themselves  as  well  as  providing  them  shelter 
from  storms  in  their  lives,  giving  them  a  safe  place  to  take  refuge.  We  all  go 
through  storms  in  our  lives  and  depending  on  how  old  we  are  those  storms  are  different.  When  we  were  very  young, 
someone  taking  the  toy  we  had  been  playing  with  and  had  set  aside  could  have  been  one  of  those  storms.  As  we  get 
older  those  storms  change.  Every  age  group  has  their  own  storms  and  there  are  also  some  that  happen  regardless  of 
how  old  we  are.  We  just  need  to  take  refuge  in  God's  Word  because  He  will  take  care  of  us  and  will  give  us  that  safe 
place  to  be.  The  storm  for  people  in  many  parts  of  the  world  is  not  having  enough  food  and  the  30  Hour  Famine  helps 
bring  that  storm  to  the  attention  of  those  who  God  has  given  the  ability  to  do  something  about  it.  That  is  where  we 
come  in.  We  have  the  opportunity  to  really  be  the  hands  and  feet  of  Christ  by  collecting  money  that  will  be  sent  to 
areas  all  over  the  world  including  the  United  States.  This  is  huge.  Did  you  know  that  more  than  1  million  teenagers 
from  over  21  countries  will  be  helping  to  raise  nearly  $12  million  to  help  children  that  might  otherwise  literally  starve  to 
death! 


29,000  children  around  the  world  die  from  malnutrition  and  disease  every  day.  Put  that  all  together  and  in  four  short 
days  that  would  equal  the  population  of  Cedar  Rapids.  One  in  ten  households  in  the  United  States  face  the  possibility 
of  not  having  any  food  on  any  given  day.  3  million  children  do  face  that  every  day  in  the  United  States.  Everyday 
around  the  world,  153  million  children  under  the  age  of  5  experience  malnourishment. 

The  following  are  some  facts  about  fasting  from  World  Vision: 

The  average,  healthy  person  is  able  to  go  without  food  for  30  hours  without  any  ill  effects.  Exceptions  are  the 
following: 

■  children  under  the  age  of  1 2 

■  the  elderly 

■  pregnant  or  nursing  women 

■  people  with  other  specific  medical  conditions  (past  or  present)  including  diabetes,  reactive 
hypoglycemia,  other  medical  conditions  that  are  associated  with  or  could  precipitate  hypoglycemia; 
eating  disorders  (anorexia,  bulimia). 

If  you  have  any  health-related  questions  about  the  30  Hour  Famine  or  are  regularly  under  a  doctor's  care  for 
any  of  the  above  medical  conditions,  you  are  strongly  advised  to  consult  your  family  doctor  before  taking  part. 

What  is  fasting?  Fasting  is  the  act  of  abstaining  from  food.  There  are  various  types  of  ways  to  fast,  but  the 

most  popular  and  the  one  that  is  part  of  the  30  Hour  Famine  is  a  juice  fast. 

Why  is  fasting  part  of  the  30  Hour  Famine?  It's  an  opportunity  for  participants  to  focus  their  thoughts, 

prayers  and  efforts  on  things  most  important  to  God.  It's  a  way  to  draw  near  to  God.  It  also  allows  participants 

to  feel  what  real  hunger  feels  like  --  a  hunger  that  is  felt  by  many  of  the  boys,  girls,  men  and  women  who  are 

being  helped  by  the  funds  raised  during  the  30  Hour  Famine. 

What  does  the  Bible  say  about  fasting?   There  are  many  scriptural  references  to  fasting,  in  both  the  Old 

and  New  Testament.  The  following  is  not  a  complete  list  but  is  a  good  place  to  start.

•  TWo  8"  paper  plates  (white) 

•  Scissors         /s) 

•  Pencil      ^^  Cv 

•  Crayons,  paints  or  felt  markers 

•  Stapler,  glue  stick  or  glue 

•  Paper  punch 

•  Yarn,  string  or  ribbon 
(about  10"  or  12") 

What  you  do:  Ui 

1.  With  your  pencil  draw  a  slight 
curved  line  all  the  way  across  the 
center  of  one  plate.  This  will  be  a  hill 

2.  Draw  three  crosses 
on  the  hill.  Make  the 
center  one  a  little  bigger 
than  the  others. 

3.  Color  the  hill  green  and  the  crosses 
brown.  Or  color 
the  hill  and  crosses 
black  to  look  like 
a  silhouette. 

4.  Cut  out  the  hill 
and  crosses  as  one  piece. 

5.  Color  the  top  half  of  the  other  plate 
with  red,  orange  and  yellow  to  look  like 
an  evening  sky. 

6.  Staple  or  glue  the  hill-and-crosses 
plate  onto  the  sky  plate.  Make  sure  you 
line  up  the  bottom  edges  of  the  plates, 
and  staple  or  glue  just  along  the  curved 
edges  where  the  plates  meet 

7.  Punch  a  hole  near  the  top 
of  the  sky  plate. 

8.  Tie  a  loop  of  yarn, 
string  or  ribbon 
through  the  hole. 

9.  Hang  your  scene  on 
your  doorknob  or  on 
something  else  in  your  room.
